The General Board is praying for 
the safe travel to and from the 
Holy Convocation for every 
saint.

The Presiding Bishop of the. 


Church of God in Christ is a 
diligent and tireless worker and 
lover of the saints. He and a 
group of committed saints have 
been busy working to gain better 
hotel accommodations for convo- 
cation delegates. For years the 
delegates to the Holy Convoca- 
tion have struggled to have more 
housing, fair pricing and better 
concessions during the meeting. 
Many have complained how the 
saints bear an unnecessarily 
heavy load while in Memphis. 
The main source of the concern 
has been the hotel industry. 
Bishop J. O. Patterson quietly 
and business like asserted the 
influence of the Church in the 
higher places of city govern- 
ment. He contacted the city and 
county mayors and informed 
them that our concerns must be 
addressed. 


Bishop Patterson directed a local 
committee of Cogic leaders in an

effort to create the conditions for 
purposeful negotiations and 
settlement of our problems. 
Bishop informed the mayors he 
knew the increased hotel rates 
were designed exclusively for 
the delegates to the convocation. 
Secondly, municipal concession 
afforded other conventions are 
not available to the convocation. 
Bishop warned the mayors to 
address and remedy our con- 
cerns. He meant of course that 
room rates be reduced and a 
tangible number of rooms and 
free concessions be realized by 
the delegates attending the Holy 
Convocation. 


In response to Bishop’s letter the 
Memphis Convention and Vis- 
itors Bureau, hotel industry and 
Church representatives made a 
needed assessment. The bureau 
studied the economic impact of 
the Holy Convocation upon the 
Memphis area. The bureau 
found our Church makes a major 
contribution to the Memphis 
economy. They concluded a 
possible loss of the Holy Convo- 
cation would be a great loss to 
Memphis. Their field study 
found that over $15,737,000 is 
directly infused into the Mem- 
phis economy, 35% of that money 
goes directly to the hotel indus- 
try. Mr. Roy Smith, director of 
Convention Development and 
Mr. Harry Miller of the Memphis 
Convention and Visitors Bureau 
have jointly determined the 


value of the convocation as 
significant; therefore too much 
a value to lose. Together they 
have been instrumental in prom- 
oting better accommodations. 
Mr. Smith said that dollars 
generated from the convention 
delegate expenditures tradition- 
ally continue to turn over in the 
economy after the convention 
ends. Accordingly, he said the 
total indirect benefit could be 
doubled or perhaps tripled, 
resulting in as much as 45 
million added to the Memphis 
economy. 


The saints working with the 
city’s business interest were 
pleased to see they finally 
acknowledged what the Church 
has known a long time. Bishop 
W. L. Porter with a bull dog grip 
engaged the business commun- 
ity in more negotiations. 


As a result of many meetings 
and people putting themselves to 
the task a better situation has 
developed. The Memphis Con- 
vention and Visitors Bureau 
decided to validate the Cogic 
claims and own up to the need 
for Memphis to do more. The 
following is the result of the 
negotiations: 


1. Hotels have pledged a minu- 
mum of 65% of their rooms 
directly to the housing bureau 
of the Convention and Visitors 
Bureau. 


*Delegates staying 10 day dura- 
tion are given first preference. 


2. The hotels have pledged a 
revision of their 1985 rates and 
pledged fair pricing practices in 
the future. 


3. Those wishing to maintain 
their room for the coming year 
will be given a registration form. 
All forms will be due in by 
January 1, 1986. 


4. Hotels have committed to a 
48% increase in rooms for the 
current year. 


5. All hotels have agreed to do 
away with minumum stay 
requirements. They are pleased 
to honor credit cards. The hotels 
are responsible for written con- 
firmation to delegates. 


6. Lastly, all requirements for 
full payment of bills in advance 
are eliminated. 


To these promised remedies, 
which are in writing, Bishop W. 
L. Porter told the Whole Truth 
this is at least a start! Bishop 
J. O. Patterson called a news 
conference and stressed that the 
changes must be tangible or a 
possible move of the Holy Con- 
vocation is yet conceivable.

There is some fallacious think- 
ing going on in the world today. 
This thought is nothing new to 
America and is a part of old line 
racist designs. The fallacy is 
about the enslaved blacks in 
South Africa. The struggle for 
their freedom is being covered by 
the world press, and all of us are 
very familiar with those circum- 
stances. Even now, the 
American government is being 
challenged to either vote restric- 
tions and sanctions against 
South Africa or to continue the 
policy of constructive engage- 
ment. The fallacious thinking is 
that those poor blacks will suffer 
if the sick racist government is 
made to end the evil system of 
apartheid. Many white church 
leaders have come out on South 
Africa’s side. A Church, whether 
black or white must answer the 
basic question of whether ens- 
laved bodies and spirits are 
compatible with our moral 
understanding. Certainly, 
Christ promised life more abund- 
ant and not slavery. 


The South African government 
is a flagrant brutalizer of people 
of color. Their abuse of blacks 
is particularly reprehensible. 
Enslavement of blacks with 
homeland laws, bannings, deten- 
tion without charge or trial, and 
systematic imprisonment of 
opposition leaders must come to 
an end. Black South Africans are 
entitled to every right which is 
accorded to white South Afri- 
cans. The Pretoria government 
is a regime of terror and facism 
and not democracy. Apartheid is 
an ugly racist economic and 
social monster. I do not have to 
tell saints about its evils. The 
country was built on the backs 
of poor black workers. Blacks 
working the same jobs as whites 
get paid 90% less. Blacks do have 
the highest standard of living of 
any black peoples in Africa but 
far less than whites. Black 
South Africans help build the 
country and should share in the 
total economic benefits. 


Religiously speaking, many 
whites need to understand the 
lesson of the early Christian 
Church. Paul did not tolerate 
separation because of racial or 
cultural origin. Christ made sin 
for all men is the equalizer of 
all men. 


South African blacks have said 
they no longer can tolerate the 
system of apartheid. They have 
for the most part sought their 
freedom via peaceful means. Of 
late, the Bishop Desmond Tutu 
has been struggling to maintain 
peaceful demonstration in the 
face of increasing black mil- 
itancy. Countering a milieu of 
death and anxiety, the Bishop is 
embattled with new foes of 
white American racism and was 
recently demeaned as a phony. 
Given these circumstances 
while adding a capricious govern- 


ment leadership and the nation 
of South Africa could face hard- 
ship of apocalyptical 
proportions. 


For years Bishop Tutu has 
demanded the enfranchisment 
of blacks be done. Black South 
Africans love their country. 
Bishop Tutu demands the rights 
and privileges of citizenship for 
blacks and does so with a voice 
of reason. Yet, nothing meaning- 
ful is happening while time is 
running out. Apartheid is a sick, 
immoral, and repressive system. 
Those (whites) who have 
designed rights and privileges 
must grant proper enfranchise- 
ment to those (blacks) who have 
no political rights. If they do not 
grant the right to self determi- 
nation, then blacks’ will 
ultimately use any means neces- 
sary. Nature’s first law is that 
of self preservation and the 
situation is creating the ele- 
ments of revolution. The 
Pretoria regime can not kill 
millions of blacks. That would 
destablize the country and cause 
conditions for communist advan- 
ces. Blacks are no longer afraid 
to die. A time is coming when 
death for freedom will mean 
honor and one more nail in the 
coffin of apartheid. Reasonable 
men would seek to abrogate 
themselves from certain des- 
truction, but racist are not 
reasonable men. 


Saints, we ought to pray hard 
that the situation does not get 
to the point of blood, blood, blood. 
We must pray for reason and 
holy intervention. Just as Paul 
appealed to Philemon, we must 
pray for South Africa’s blacks 
and whites alike. We must sup- 
port the blacks in their struggle 
because not long ago our circum- 
stance was much like theirs. Do 
not think one second that your 
prayers and support does no 
good. Apartheid is of the devil 
and saints must be against sin 
in any form it takes.

DR. GEORGE DALLAS McKINNEY 
APPOINTED BISHOP 
OF SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA 
2ND JURISDICTION 


Dr. George D. McKinney, Pastor 
of the St. Stephen’s Church of 
God in Christ was appointed as 
Bishop of the Southern Califor- 
nia Second Ecclesiastical 
Jurisdiction, one of two succes- 
sors to the late Bishop J. A. 
Blake. The announcement was 
made by Bishop J. O. Patterson 
and members of the General 
Board at the West Angeles 
Church of God in Christ in Los 
Angeles, California on July 25, 
1985. 


Bishop J. O. Patterson and 
members of the General Board 
had met earlier on that evening 
in a Special Call Meeting of 
Pastors of the 350 C.O.G.I.C. 
Churches in the Southern Cali- 
fornia Jurisdiction. Because of 
the size of the jurisdiction, it was 
determined that needs of the 
church could best be served by 
forming two jurisdictions: South- 
ern California 1st Jurisdiction, 
headquartered in Los Angeles 
and led by newly appointed 
Bishop Charles E. Blake, and 
Southern California 2nd Juris- 
diction headquartered in San 
Diego, California and led by 
Bishop George D. Mckinney. 


Line of demarcation between the 
two jurisdictions was left flex- 
ible, and San Diego will be 
headquarters for churches in the 
Riverside, San Bernadino, 
Orange County, and Los Angeles 
areas. 


Bishop McKinney is promiment 
in the community and across the 
nation for his ministry of preach- 
ing and seminars, notably in the 
field of marriage and family. A 
Magna Cum Laude graduate of 
Arkansas State University, 
Bishop McKinney obtained his 
Masters Degree from Oberlin 
College Graduate School of 
Theology, and his Ph.D. from 
the California Graduate School 
of Theology. 


Bishop McKinney came to San 
Diego after serving as a hospital 
chaplain in Toledo, Ohio, the 
state in which he met and mar- 
ried the former Jean Brown. 
Bishop and Mrs. McKinney are 
parents of five sons; George, 
Gregory, Gordon, Grant, and 
Glenn and Mrs. McKinney is 
founding principal of St. Ste- 
phen’s Christian School which 
began in 1978. Bishop McKin- 
ney’s California assignment was 


Wine and gave to the other 
Officiant.

Bishop McKin- 
ney also served as District 
Superintendent of the St. Ste- 
phen’s District. 


In 1962, he began the St. Ste- 
phen’s Church of God in Christ 
“from scratch” and witnessed 
its growth to over 2000 families. 
Building that congregation and 
the church building which 
housed them was the subject of 
Bishop McKinney’s book, “I Will 
Build My Church’’. Bishop 
McKinney has since written a 
number of other books: ‘‘Chris- 
tian Marriage - An Act of Faith 
And Commitment’, ‘““The Doc- 
trines of the Jehovah’s 
Witnesses’, and his most recent 
family devotional book, ‘“‘Rejo- 
ice’. He has also produced 
several cassette albums. 


St. Stephen’s Church of God in 
Christ built in 1967, was des- 
troyed by an arsonists’ fire last 
September of 1984. The congre- 
gation currently meets in a tent 
while finances and construction 
are being arranged for rebuild- 
ing. In addition to serving as 
headquarters for the new juris- 
diction, St. Stephen’s is also 
“headquarters for help” in its 
ongoing outreach of spiritual 
and material care to its 
community. 


The newly organized Southern 
California 2nd Jurisdiction is 
well underway. On August 3, 
1985, at the St. Stephen’s 
Church of God in Christ, over 
60 Pastors came together to give 
their full Declaration of Mem- 
bership to the Southern 
California 2nd Jurisdiction and 
to become apart of one of the 
most exciting and historic 
events that commences occas- 
sionally in the Church of God in 
Christ, the forming of a new 
ecclesiastical jurisdiction. The 
excitement of this meeting was 
felt in the saintly atmosphere as 
Pastors and their wives, church 
members and church leaders 
arrived from the Los Angeles, 
Riverside, San Bernadino, 
Orange County and San Diego, 
California areas. 


After the Pastors present shared 
their verbal Declaration of Mem- 


ness to serve as provider, 
protector and priest for his wife 
in all spiritual matters. 


Finally, the Declaration of Mar- 
riage was made by Bishop 
Haynes and the Groom made 
claim of his Bride by an ardent 
salute. 


A 500 guest reception was held 
at the Wyndham Hotel, down- 
town Dallas. The Wedding Cake 
was 8% feet long and 6 feet high. 
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bership and words of expression, 
the filled tent was already in 
great expectation to hear from 
our newly appointed Jurisdic- 


tional Bishop. As_ Bishop 
McKinney spoke with such 
authority and profoundness, the 
atmosphere was so quiet you 
could hear a pin drop. Bishop 
McKinney declared in his first 
official address to the jurisdic- 
tion that “the watchword for the 
jurisdiction is Stewardship’’. 
“Stewardship of God’s love, 
Stewardship of God’s Word, and 
Stewardship of God’s wealth.” 
Bishop said “this jurisdiction 
should be accountable to God for 
what he has given us.” 


Bishop McKinney addressed 
many of the concerns and ques- 
tions the Pastors and leaders of 
the church had asked and left 
no doubt in the minds of the 
newly formed jurisdiction that 
everything will be done to meet 
the spiritual, economic and 
jurisdictional needs of the 
churches within the 
jurisdiction. 


First Administrative Assistant 
to Bishop McKinney is the 
Bishop Nathaniel Jones of Bar- 
stow, California and Second 
Administrative Assistant is the 
Elder Noble Henson of Los 
Angeles, California. Jurisdic- 
tional Supervisor to Bishop 
McKinney is Mother Elisabeth 
Nash. Many other jurisdictional 
appointments have been made. 


The saints left this historic first 
official jurisdictional meeting 
with smiles, heart-warmed fel- 
lowship, a sense of godly 
satisfaction, and excitement 
knowing that the Lord has great 
things in store for Southern 
California 2nd Jurisdiction.

MENTAL HEALTH

“Watch and pray,” said Jesus to 
His disciples (Matthew 26:41). If 
we are modern-day disciples, we 
must also watch and pray. Get 
to know Satan’s tricks so that 
you can recognize them when he 
brings them against you. Don’t 
be afraid of him, but ask the Lord 
for wisdom and understanding 
so you can recognize the deceiver 
and be protected from him. 


One tactic that he has used for 
centuries is to take the good 
things that God has created, and 
try to twist them to evil. If you 
look in the Bible, you will find 
examples of many people who 


were greatly gifted in various 
areas, but who sometimes used 
those gifts for evil. Saul’s lead- 
ership ability was twisted into 
jealousy and a desire to protect 
his throne. Jacob’s quick mind 
was twisted to perform effective 
cheating and deception. Jezebel’s 
skill for organization was 
twisted into vengeance and 
ambition. The love that Job’s 
wife had for her husband was 
twisted into bitterness, so that 
she urged him to curse God. 
Elisha used his power to protect 
his pride when he called bears” 
to eat the little children who 
teased him. 
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There are numerous examples of 
this type of Satan’s work in the 
Bible, and there are just as many 
in the church today. He is still 
trying to take the best things 
about you, and twist those 
things into evil. If he can’t get 
you to backslide completely, he’ll 
work on you in the church. 


God gave you certain abilities so 
that you could glorify Him, but 
Satan wants to twist those gifts 
into your destruction. Be watch- 
ful! There is a potential dark side 
to every good thing about you, 
and the devil knows just how to 
talk to you so that you will turn 
to that dark side if you aren’t 
careful. 


God may have given you the gift 
of discernment; Satan will try to 
twist that into a critical spirit, 
so that you can only see the 
things that are wrong in the 
church. God may have given you 
the gift of healing; Satan will try 
to twist your thinking so that 
you charge people before you 
heal them. God may have given 
you the gift of wisdom, or knowl- 
edge; Satan will try to twist it 
so that you can become arrogant, 
convinced that no one knows as 
much as you do. 


Perhaps you have the ability to 
speak and influence people with 
your words; Satan will try to 
twist that into manipulation and 
trickery. Or you may have a 
spirit that is sensitive to people’s 
needs; Satan will try to twist 
that until you are always bur- 
dened by the people, and 
eventually break down under 
the load. You might be a natu- 
rally strong person but Satan 
will tell you that you don’t need 
anyone else, that you can make 
it alone. 


You may have a great love and 
friendliness toward people; 
Satan will try to twist that into 
great dependence on others, so 
that your main concern is keep- 
ing their friendship at any cost. 
Perhaps you have a deep desire 
to please the Lord and keep your 
life unspotted. Be careful, 
because Satan will try to twist 
that into unappropriate guilt 
until you live in endless shame 
and condemnation. Or he will 
tell you that you can’t please the 
Lord so you might as well give 
up. 


God may have given you the 
ability to make money; Satan 
will try to twist that into greed, 
and will tell you that your self- 
worth lies only in your posses- 
sions. You may bea person with 
a natural appreciation for beau- 
tiful things; Satan will try to 
twist that into possessiveness 
and pride, and a need to show 
off. Or he will tell you that you 
will never be happy until you 
own certain things, and keep you 
in constant misery. 


You may have a great ministry 
on your heart and earnestly 
desire to build that ministry; 
Satan will twist even that, if you 
let him, until you ignore God 
Himself while busily trying to 
build His church. Or you may 
bea very responsible person who 
tries to do all that he is supposed 
to do; Satan will try to twist that 
and make you unable to say “no” 
so that you run yourself down 
meeting others’ expectations.

SELF-WORTH 


Most of us today are constantly 
trying to move forward in life. 
We seek to know ourselves, who 
we are and where we are going. 
There are many women in our 
churches today leading dejected 
and unproductive lives, simply 
because they fail to feel good 
about themselves. 


Self-Esteem is clearly defined as 
an objective respect or favorable 
impression we ought to have of 
ourselves. Only through Christ 
can we begin to discover and 
reach our greatest potential. 
This enables us to execute our 
designated ministries. 


Many of us become absorbed in 
false foundations of self-worth. 
They keep us from being able to 
positively represent Christ 
because our priorities are not in 
the right perspective. Posses- 
sions become unimportant to us 
but the scripture reminds us to 
lay not up for ourselves trea- 
sures upon earth where moth 
and rust doth corrupt and where 
thieves break through and steal 
(Matt. 6:19). The American 
social structure has pro- 
grammed us to feel that our 
worth can only be measured by 
material accumulations. We can 
be resourceful but yet very 
empty inside. 


As we progress in life, we are 
given opportunities to demon- 
strate abilities. Often, the 
change to perform will cause us 
to forget that we are mere 
vessels used to glorify God. It is 
the lack of love we have for 
ourselves that causes us to loose 
a clear focus. A successful per- 
formance can give us that 
artificial feeling that we are now 
“somebody”. Our accomplish- 
ments swell our ego so 
tremendously that many times 
we are unable to handle recog- 
nition heaped on us by our peers. 


A satisfactory performance car- 
ries us to position either 
assigned or understood and by 
this point, the false concept we 
have of our self-worth has 
reached its pinnacle. Humble 
yourselves therefore under the 
mighty hand of God that he may 
exalt you in due time (II Peter 
5:6). A secure inner self gives us 
the patience needed to wait on 
our ministry. 


Included in the false foundation 
is our appearance. Many of us 
dress up the outer man with 
expensive attire to divert our 
mind from the empty and inse- 
cure inner self. On the other 
hand we feel our appearance will 
achieve for us a certain status 
we may seek. There must be the 
realization that it is the inner 
man that generates power for 
progress and the drive to move 
forward in life. (I Samuel 16:7) 
confirms the fact that the Lord 
seeth not as man seeth; for man 
looketh on the outward appear- 
ance but the Lord looketh on the 
heart, so you see, possessions or 
performance, position or appear- 
ance are the false foundations 
we use to establish our self- 
worth. When we feel good about 
our inner self, these are only the 
results we enjoy because of the 
positive reflections. As we make 
a definite commitment to seek- 
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ing the mind of Christ, we are 
taken away from the limited 
human concept of ourselves. Let 
this mind be in you which was 
also in Christ Jesus (Phil. 2:5) If 
we have the mind of Christ we 
then can become autonomous in 
our thinking. 


The first task we have is to 
access our level of self-esteem 
and then refer to God’s word. 
Therefore if any man be in 
Christ, he is a new creature (II 
Cor. 5:17). The positive identity 
we find with Christ is the ‘glor- 
ious awakening of who we really 
are. We are complete in him 
which is the head of all princi- 
pality and power (Col. 2:10). We 
can love ourself because we are 
learning to utilize the strengths 
made available to us through 
God’s power now unto him that 
is able to do exceedingly, abund- 
antly above all that we ask or 
think according to the power 
that worketh in us (Eph. 3:20) 


Take a look at yourself in a 
mirror and thank God for you. 
There’s only one of you and you 
are very special. Declare your 
liberty from insecure and infe- 
rior feelings. Dont live under the 
condemnation of sin and mis- 
takes of the past. We are clean 
through the word (John 15:3). 
Love yourself. You are the right- 
eous of God...Praise His Holy 
Name. 


We must Daily saturate our 
inner self with the word of God 
and then rejoice in the fact that 
as beautiful as we are today, 
“God’s not finished with us yet.” 
Being confident of this very 
thing that he which hath begun 
a good work in you will perform 
it until the day of Jesus Christ 
(Phil. 1:6). The fellowship we 
establish with the Lord enables 
us to grow in love and power. 


The possessions come because 
we have delighted ourself in the 
Lord and his promise is the 
desire of our heart (Psalm 37:4).

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THE YOUNG AND THE 
RESTLESS

The title of this article has no 
reference to the television soap 
opera by the same name. Nor 
does it have reference to this 
untoward generation of youth, 
although the unsaved youth of 
this day may be characterized as 
young and restless. But, this 
article is referring to a corps of 
ordinary, but then again, not so 
ordinary, saved, Spirit-filled 
young adults. 


They are restless. But, the 
restlessness they are experienc- 
ing is not that which is typically 
characterized by youth. This 
restlessness is not that fleshly 
sort with its accompanying 
impatience and impudence. No, 
this restlessness is a spiritual 
restlessness. It is a restlessness 
of the spirit. It is a divine 
restlessness, a restlessness 
caused by God Himself. 


Are you one of the young and 
restless? If you are, you probably 
experience the following: You 
cannot be at rest with the status 
quo or the “same ole, same ole.” 
You are weary of that which 
lacks of efficiency, effectiveness 
and overall excellence. You are 
tired of going around in circles; 
of there being no sense of pur- 
pose, goals, objectives or definite 
direction; of there being no 
measurable results or visible 
sign of progress. You are R-E-S- 
T-L-E-S-S! 


If you can identify with this, 
then don’t despair. You are not 
alone. There are others like you. 
As a matter of fact, there is a 
biblical character who found 
himself in the same predica- 
ment. His name is Elihu. Let’s 
take a look at this restless young 
man and try to get some clues 
as to how the young and restless 
of today can cope with their own 
sense of inner restlessness. 


Let’s, first of all, deal with the 
context of Elihu’s restlessness. 
The suffering of Job provides us 
with the context. You, no doubt, 
are familiar with the story of 
how Job suffered the loss of his 
oxen, donkeys, sheep, camels, 
servants and children (Job 1:13- 
19). He eventually suffered the 
loss of his physical health (Job 
2h). 


Perhaps your restlessness is 
being experienced in a similar 
context of suffering. You could 
be restless in a situation where 
people are suffering. It could be 
hellbound sinners that are suf- 
fering. It could be heavenbound 
saints that are suffering. Maybe 
you are involved in a ministry, 
department, auxilliary or some 
other organization that’s 
suffering. 


No humane person likes to see 
others suffer. You don’t like to 
see worthwhile causes suffer. 
You don’t like to see worthwhile 
causes suffer. And you don’t care 
to witness it, let alone expe- 
rience it, no matter what shape 
or form it takes; be it physical, 
mental, spiritual, financial, 
social, numerical, etc. Yet it is 


in this context that restlessness 
is often felt. 


How did Elihu handle his res- 
tlessness? He got angry. He got 
angry with Job because he went 
to justifying himself rather than 
letting God do it Job 32:2; Rom. 
8:33). He got angry with Job’s 
friends because they didn’t have 
any answers (Job 32: 3, 5). 
Instead of comforting Job, they 
condemned him (Job 32:3). 


Have you ever felt this way? 
Restlessness is sometimes 
expressed through anger. You 
may get angry because suffering 
sinners have the nerve to justify 
themselves or think that ever- 
ything is alright when it’s not 
alright. You may get angry with 
suffering saints because they get 
a spiritual superiority complex 
and go to talking about how 
saved and sanctified they are. 
You may get angry with a suf- 
fering church because it prides 
itself on the nonessentials while 
neglecting the essentials. 


You may even get angry with the 
so-called members and friends of 
the church because they don’t 
have any serious answers for 
suffering humanity. They don’t 
even have answers for that 
which suffers in their own 
congregation. Yet, they too, 
condemn, knock, or put down 
people, programs, policies, proce- 
dures, etc. 


It’s enough to make you say or 
do something regretable. But, 
the Bible prohibits it. “Be ye 
angry, but sin not” (Eph. 4:26). 
Herein is a key to handling your 
restlessness. Refrain from allow- 
ing your anger to get the best 
of you. Elihu’s wrath did not get 
out of control and cause him to 
speak or act in haste. As a matter 
of fact, Elihu waited. ‘“Now 
Elihu had waited till Job had 
spoken, because they were elder 
than he” (Job 32:4). 


He waited out of fear: ‘And 
Elihu the son of Barachel the 
Buzite answered and said, I am 
young, and ye are very old, 
wherefore I was afraid, and 
durst not show you mine opinion 
(Job 32:6). He waited out of 
respect for age: “I said, Days 
should speak, and multitude of 
years should teach wisdom” (Job 
32:7). He waited out of curiosity 
to hear what they had to say: 
“Behold, I waited for your 
words; I gave ear to your words: 
I gave ear to hear your reasons, 
whilst ye searched out what to 
say” Job 32:11). 


This is another key to handling 
restlessness. You must be swift 
to hear and slow to speak James 
1:19). You must hold your peace 
and let the older saints say what 
they’re going to say or do what 
they’re going to do. You must 
stand still and wait your turn. 


Waiting is not the easiest thing 
to do, especially when the 
Almighty God has given you 
inspired thoughts or ideas and 
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they are just bubbling in your 
spirit Job 32:8, 19). You have 
vision, insight, maybe even 
foresight. God has given you a 
perspective and you want to 
share it (Job 32:16, 17). Like 
Elihu, you are full of matter or 
words (Job 32:18). You have 
something to say, but the Spirit 
constrains you. For there is “a 
time to keep silence, and a time 
to speak”’ (Eccl. 3:7). 


But, when your time comes to 
speak, speak up! Don’t be a 
parrot and repeat what you have 
heard others say (Job 32:14). 
Speak that which God has given 
you to say (Amos 3:7, 8). Open 
your mouth and give your 
answer to the question, your 
solution to the problem (Job 
32:20). Speak a word in season 
to them that are weary, worn 
and sad (Isa. 50:4). Be like Joseph 
and Daniel, young men in whom 
the Spirit of the Lord was in 
(Gen. 41:38; Dan. 4:8, 9, 18). 
They were restless, but when 
their time came, they stood up, 
spoke up, and out came words 
of wisdom. When everybody else 
had said what they were going 
to say, these brothers were 
finally brought in to have their 
say. Their word was the best 
word because it was a word from 
God. God always has the last 
word and the best word! 


In Joseph’s day, Pharoah was 
troubled. In Daniel’s day, Nebu- 
chadnezzar was troubled. Both 
saved the day with their inter- 
pretations, which led to a 
remedy or resolution. Because 
they humbled themselves in 
their restlessness, God exalted 
them. 


God will exalt the young and 
restless of today, also.

But once they heard the message 
of teaching and deliverance that 
God gave through your humble 
servant, they were convinced it 
was a God sent.

On the fourth day of July 1985, 
our nation celebrated its 209th 
birthday.

The words INGOD WE TRUST 
were originally a statement of 
this nation’s moral and religious 
commitment. Yet, we must now 
attest to the fact that while 
America was once a God-fearing 
nation, our loyalty to the Biblical 
principles which prompted our 
founding fathers to write the 
Declaration of Independence, the 
U. S. Constitution, and to 
engrave on our currency the 
words “IN GOD WE TRUST” 
is now questionable, to say the 
least. In times past this nation 
valued the Commandment 
“Remember the sabbath day, to 
keep it holy.” Now, some 50% of 
all Americans do not go to 
church at all; for them God’s 
holy ‘day of rest’ has become 
nothing more than a day of 
recreation. Of the remaining 
50%, the vast majority seem 
quite content in allotting God 
two or three hours of worship 
per week in Sunday morning 
services, which they for the most 
part attend on a ‘hit or miss’ 
basis. Many of our churches 
have had to shut their doors to 
all evening worship services, as 
masses of their congregations 
have taken to spending their 
time relaxing in the park, play- 
ing golf, dining out, enjoying the 
excitement and thrills of amuse- 
ment park rides, or just sitting 
at home with their families and 
friends viewing their favorite 
programs on television. 


God has blessed America to 
become the greatest power in the 
world today. So rich is our 
blessing that even people in 
other nations tend to look upon 
our land as a modern day 
Canaan, a promise land of hope, 
flowing with milk and honey. If 
we expect God to allow us to 
continue to dwell in the land, we 
must hear Him and obey. God 
is speaking to America today, 
just as He did the Israelites of 
Biblical days saying “Thou shall 
have no other gods before me.” 
But just as did the children of 
Israel, America has turned a deaf 
ear, choosing not to hear, but 
rather to pursue after idol gods. 


Should we then conclude that 
the god to whom America is 
referring in the statement IN 
GOD WE TRUST is the same 
god worshiped by heathen 
nations, which serve and wor- 


ship the creature more than the 
Creator? Is America trusting in 
the god of money or in the god 
of pleasure? Are we now wor- 
shiping wealth and power and 
prestige? Has an automobile or 
home or land become our god? 
Or, have we made gods of our 
government, our jobs, our edu- 
cational system, or marital 
partners and our children? In 
what then does America’s trust 
lie if not in the true and living 
God? 


Because this nation has forgot- 
ten about God, America has 
become a nation sick with sin. 
Our people are committing every 
imaginable evil with little 
thought to the consequences of 
their actions. Violent crimes 
occur in America at a rate of 1 
every three seconds; more than 
one million ‘legal’ abortions are 
performed yearly; two out of 
three marriages end up in 
divorce-several during the first 
year; and alcoholism, which 
America has ‘labled’ as a disease, 
has reached to epidemic propor- 
tions.

By all means 
discuss all matters and differen- 
ces without feuding and 
fighting, for it will not accomp- 
lish anything. The couple will 
learn one another’s likes and 
dislikes. I Cor. 7:33, 34 “but he 
that is married careth for the 
things that are of the world, how 
he may please his wife.” A 


blessed and happy marriage is 
when the two do things together, 
whether it be household things, 
going to church, shopping, being 
with friends, traveling or going 
out to dinner. The love will grow 
and grow when things are done 
together. The two will be like 
two peas in a pod, inseparable. 


If there are children in the 
marriage they will be happy 
when there is togetherness. The 
family unit being one, needs no 
guidance from outsiders. For 
some marriages have been 
broken and destroyed when 
others interfered. 


It is essential that both parties 
be honest with each other, 
honesty secures the marriage. 
Prov. 31:10, 11 “who can find a 
virtuous woman? For her price 
is far above rubies. The heart of 
her husband doeth safely trust 
in her, so that’he shall have no 
need of spoil.” Eph. 5:25 “hus- 
bands, love your wives.” Eph. 
5:22 “wives love and submit 
yourselves unto your own hus- 
bands, as unto the Lord.” Col. 
3:19 “husbands love your wives 
and be not bitter against them.” 
One should respect the other. If 
there be reason to correct one 
another let it be done in privacy, 
away from children. The couple 
will without intent offend the 
other, and when this happens 
one should ask for forgiveness 
and apologize immediately. It is 
adviseable to consult with the 
Pastor if a problem occurs that 
the couple cannot solve. The 
Pastor is the one who will keep 
the consultation in confidence, 
and help the couple to work out 
their differences. Personal 
affairs: are always to be kept 
within the family circle, regard- 
less to ones relationship or 
people in the church. 


In the time when there is pov- 
erty, pray together and trust in 
the Lord. He’ll provide your 
every need. Phil. 4:19 “but my 
God shall supply all your need 
according to his riches in glory 
by Christ Jesus.” Be a friend in 
sickness, comfort one another, 
pray for each other. You’ll find 
at these times one will need lots 
of encouragement from the 
other. 


The unsaved companion versus 
the Christian companion in 
marriage is the most trying, 
especially in some cases. II Cor. 
6:14 “be ye not unequally yoked 
together with unbelievers: for 
what fellowship hath righteous- 
ness with unrighteousness? and 
what communion hath light 
with darkness?” The unmarried 
Christian, should seek and pray 
for a companion who has most 
everything in common, espe- 
cially a saved life. In an 
unequally yoked marriage one 
can expect adversity. I Cor. 7:14 
With some this is very difficult, 
when the unsaved party is very 
inconsiderate, bitter, and per- 
haps a drunkard. 


The Christian must pray con- 
stantly and live a saved life 
before the unsaved companion. 
Do not be a pest to him or her. 
Don’t tell the companion at all 
times what he must do or should 
not do. Witness periodically. 
Don’t fight or argue. Show 
kindness, and be patient. Ask for 
guidance. You will have victory 
over the unsaved. 
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through the gift of the Holy 
Spirit; told her about her high 


blood and heart trouble, and that 
she was troubled in her mind 
because she didn’t have a job in 
order to take care of her family. 
The Lord spoke through me 
saying, “WOMAN YOU RE 
HEALED!” “go to your house, 
God is going to give you the 
money you need to pay your bills, 
and you will get a job.” “Just 
believe and come back and tell 
me what your doctors said about 
your heart condition.” As I 
commanded her to be healed, she 
fell under God’s power.
